TO DEFEND SMITH 


Mormon President’s “Other 
Fifths” Resent Questions 
Asked Their Husband — 
by Senators. 


They Hope He’ Will Tell His In- 


quisitors a Few More Things 
_ Before Returning to 
His Firesides. 


Salt Lake City, Utah, March 4.—[Special. J— 
Joseph F. Smith, president of the Mormon 
church, is known to have beén married six 
times. He married two of his wives at once. 
He still lives with five, 

All the Mrs. Smiths declare they are happy 
and resent the public feeling against their 
husband. They are outspoken in their de- 
fense of him and hope he will tell the Unitea 
States senate a few more things before he 
returns to his firesides. 


Mrs. Mary T. S. Smith Talks First: 

Mrs. Mary T. Swartz Smith is the mother 
of President Smith's youngest children, rang- 
ing in age from 4‘to 13 years. She declared 
today that all her life she had been a be- 
lfever in polygamy, and accepted the revela- 
tion of Joseph Smith as the word of God. 
Referring to the testimony of President 
Smith she said: 

“ He's giving it to them straight and strong, 
and I hope he keeps it up. Something will 
happen to those people who are always inter- 
fering with other people's business. I'd like 
to see them get it behind both ears. They 
will, too. They drove us out here into this 
valley when there was not even sage brush 
here, and now I suppose they want to drive 
us out of this place.”’ 


One Ceremony ; One Groom; Two Brides. 
L. Smith, who resides at 143 North 
Second West street, is one of the Lamson sis- 
ters. The two girls were married to President 
Smith in the endowment house on the same 
day. One ceremony sufficed to seal both to 
the Mormon chief. Edna L. Smith was out- 
spoken in her praise of the attitude assumed 
by her husband on the witness stand at Wash- 
ington, She said: 
Mr. Smith has followed the only course 
an honest man could pursue. And I fully 
agree with everything hesaid. I want to say 
to the people of all the world that I am proud 
that I am a wife of Joseph F. Smith. I am 
a plural wife and I am proud of it. I1 be- 
lieve firmly in fhe doctrine of polygamy; in 
fact, I know that the revelation of Joseph 
Smith on polygamy was the direct command 
of God,” 


Another Mrs. ts Happy. 


the step I took when I married Mr. Smith. 
I know that the whole world is up in arms 
against us, but that does not matter. They 


} are. opposing us because we are trying to 


live in the way commanded by God. We 
shall follow our religion in spite of the peo- 
ple who are persecuting us. That is what 
this alleged Smoot inquiry is, it is persecu- 
tion, nothing else.'’ 


Reed Smoot Is Defended. : 

“ There was no reason for attacking Reed 
Smoot any more than for attacking a man 
of any other religion. But the effect of this 
will be to scatter the seeds of the gospel 


broadcast. We know this gospel is true, and. 


we will stand for it even to the point of death, 
as many of our people have stood before.”’ 
President Smith's first wife is dead* He 
married her when a young man, ‘but they 
patted on a question of church doctrine. She 
was his cousin, Lavinia A. Smith: This 
woman, wiile devoted to her husband, was 
bitterly opposed to the doctrine of polygamy 
and refused to countenance the practice. 


Original Mrs. Smith Objects. 

When her husband espoused two sisters-— 
Edna Lampson and Jelina Lampson—Mrs. 
Smith left her husband and went to Califor- 
nia, where she secured a divorce on statu- 
tory grounds, naming the Lampson sisters 
as co-respondents. 

In the meantime Joseph F. Smith had se- 
cured a “ church ’’ divorce, the reason being 
given in the records as a mutual agreement. 
Mrs. Smith No. 1 died in California many 
years ago. Subsequently Smith married 
three other women—Sarah E. Smith, Alice 
Kimball Smith, and Mary T. Swartz Smith. 


Keep Up Plural Marriages. 

Washington, D. C., March 4.—(Special.]— 
The opponents of United States Senator Reed 
Smoot do not accept President Joseph Smith's 
emphatic declaration that no polygamous 
marriages have been performed since 1890. 
Attorney Tayler declared today: 

“I expect to show that many plural mar- 
rlages have been solemnized in Utah since 
1800. I expect to show that Senator Smoot, 
as a member of the Mormon hierarchy, must 
have had knowledge of the fact.” 

President Joseph Smith was on the wit- 
ness stand all day. His most sensational 
statement was a declaration that if the doc- 
trine of polygamy were publicly attacked the 
Mormon church would defend it. 


Women’s Place in the Church. 

When the hearing began this morning 
Senator Hoar questioned the Mormon presi- 
dent at some length on the rights of women 
m the church. President Smith replied that 
women are regarded as the equals of the 
men in all matters of voting, but that in 
holding priestly authority women are not 
regarded on the same plane. They are not 
ordained as high priests, apostles, or elders. 

President Smith then was questioned in 
regard to the historical facts concerning the 
revelation of the doctrine of plural mar- 


r 
Defends Plural Marriages. 

Attorney Tayler read from the Deseret 
News of June 23, 1903, a report of a speech 
made at the Weber state reunion, in which 
President Smith declared that the doctrine 
of plural marriage was a revelation from 
God to Joseph Smith Jr., and to reject the 
doctrine would be equivalent to a rejection 
of God himself. 

President Smith acknowledged that his re- 
marks were correctly reported, and he ad- 
mitted that Apostle Reed Smoot was present 
when he made the declaration. 

Senator Hoar called attention to the fact 
that the speech was teaching polygamy in 
private to the important and influential gath- 
ering at the reunion. 

President Sniith said his statement was 
merely to set right a matter of history in re- 
gard to the president who inaugurated the 
system of plural marriages. 

Some persons held that Brigham Young 
was the first.” he said, “ and I knew it was 
Joseph Smith, and I brought forward my

The Lexerd apartment building, Forty-sec- 
ond place and Drexel boulevard, was badly 
Gamaged by fire at 8 o'clock last night. 
Thirty-two families were panic stricken and 
fled through the smoke filled halls to the 
street. The flames were confined to the 
Drexel boulevard side. The loss on build- 
ing and contents was $30,000, half of it dis- 
tributed among eight tenants.

Checked Once, Fire Starts , 

The fire started in the first flat on the 
corner, which is occupied by Frank Ti 
Boydston. Mr: Boydston was seated in the 
parlor reading when he was startled by a 
ery from his sister, Turning around he 
saw flames spreading up the woodwork in 
a corner of the room. 

Mr. Boydston succeeded in extinguishing 
the blaze, as he thought, and resumed read- 
ing. A few minutes later he was startled a 
second time by the cry of “ fire” and ran to 
the door, 

Here he was met by Janitor Niederstadt, 
who was rushing up the stairs. The janitor 
warned the tenants of their danger and as- 
sisted several frightened women to the street. 

In a short time the fire had spread through 
the front halis between the walls. The buiid- 
ing fronts 100 feet in Drexel boulevard, one 
of the most fashionable districts in the city, 
and extends back 175 feet iu Forty 
place. ; 

The fire was confined to the north half 
of the Drexel boulevard side, which is 
separated from the rest of the building by 
fire walls. It was due largely to the work 
of Marshal Horan and his men that the 
fire was confined to the eight flats in the 
section of the building where it started. 

Many Valuable Paintings Damaged. 

In the flats damagea by smoke and fire 
were valuable pictures, bric-&-brac, and 
handsome furnishings. In their haste’to 
leave many of the frightened tenants packed 
up their clothing, but left other valuables 
behind. 

_ There was excitement in the neighborhood 
during the progress of the blaze. The streets

THREE TRAINS LOST IN SNOW: 
NO TIDINGS FOR TWO WEEKS. 


Railroad in Central Montana Blocked 
and All Attempts to Release Passen- 
gers Proves Fruitless.

Electrician Claims Invention to 
Transmit Music of Planets. 


LIGHT RAYS ARE THE MEDIA. 


Tones from Arcturus Mixtures of Hur- 
ricane and Melody. 


New York, March 4.—[Special.}]—Music 
from the stars! captured melodies from the 
planets! Prof. C. Albertson, an electrical 
engineer whose invention of the so-called 
“magnet train” created a sensation in 
scientific circles a few months ago, has in- 
’ vented an instrument which he believes is 
the keynote of ultimate communication be- 
tween the planets. |

Prof. Albertson says 
he will have his experiments brought to 
such a degree of perfection that he will give 
a midnight concert at his home for scientists 
and the press. 

Follows Bell Invention. 

“Tt is a scientific fact,” said Prof. Al- 
‘bertson today, “that a light ray falling 
upon the surface of a small polished steel 
plate for example will produce a tone. Gra- 
ham Bell long ago demonstrated that a light 
ray may be used as a conductor to carry 
the human voice. My invention merely 
follows out this line of thought. I believe 
‘ Messages from Mars’ will soon bea reality. 

“A tone produced from a light ray fall- 


however, unless the plate is inserted into 
an electric circuit also containing a micro- 
phone or telephone earpiece—this is the prin- 
ciple underlying my invention. I of 
a plate or hollow steel shell, however, there 
are involved a number of small steel cylind- 
ers varying in length, perfectly polished 
inside and so aranged within a box as to 
vibrate freely. The entire box is made a 
part of the electric circult and in this cir- 
cuit is also a microphone or earpiece. 


Revolving Disk and Lens. 

“In front of the cylinder isa revolving disk 
which is so perforated that a light ray will 
be thrown in different directions when pase- 
ing through small holes. There is @ prism 
fixed behind a revolving disk and a tube 
containing a lens which may be directed 
toward any star.” 

Prof. Albertson belleves his discovery in 
stellar communication ts in embryo.

LONDON, March 4.— We do not want to 
appear as alarmists, but we would be do- 
ing harm and not good if we tried to con- 
ceal the fact that the present situation in 
regard to foreign affairs is one of consid- 
erable anxiety,” will say tomorrow’s Spec- 
tator in a long article on the effect of the 
Russo-Japanese war on international rela- 
tions, especially the relations between Rus- 
sja and Great Britain. 

The Spectator points out new * the Rus- 


sian feeling of resentment against Great Brit- 
ain is steadily rising, the Russians being 
convinced that the British have been the 
chief cause of their difficulties by encourag- 
ing the Japanese to go to war.” 

Without considering whether there is any 
truth in this view, continues the Spectator, 
the important fact is that it is held by the 
Russian people, and that “ public opinion 
is in such a state of excitement that war 
with Great Britain would be extremely pop- 


ular.” 
Way Out of Humiliation. 

Proceeding to explain why the military 
party should try to “ escape the humiliation 
of a possible defeat by a small Asiatic pow- 
er,”’ the Spectator remarks: 

“ A great European war would obliterate 
all traces of the Japanese war. A popular 
War would cover up an unpopular. one and 
give the Russians an excuse to make peace 
with Japan or withdraw from Japan’s reach, 
and so stanch the bleeding in men and money 
how going on in Manchuria.”’ 

Further, according to the Spectator, mili- 
tary men in Russia believe that “ war against 
| Great Britain would be conducted in com- 

ny with Germany and France, and present 

o risks to Russia, as the brunt of the fight- 
ing would fall on France and Germany, 
whose colonies could be taken in the event 
of the British being victorious, while, as the 
Russian fleet has already gone, Great Britain 
could not inflict injury on Russia.” 


Criticism for the Times. 

‘The Spectator, proceeding, warns the press 
against giving Russia occasion for picking a 
quarrel, especially referring to the “ ag- 
gressively anti-Russian tone of the Times 
and the impression of partisanship which,” it 
declares, “it is difficult to condone or even 
understand.” 

The Spectator concludes by urging the gov- 

ernment to be vigilant and have its plans 
prepared for all emergencies, saying: — 
'“* We must look the facts in the face and 
prepare to take the consequences of the 
Japanese alliance. One of those consequences 
was the active and bitter hostility of Russia 
and the opportunity afforded to the German 
emperor to knock the heads of the European 
powers together and get something of ad- 
vantage to his nation.”’

Regret at the State Department at 
Washington, Where It Is Hoped 
That the Report Is a Mistake—Coun- 
try Is Occupied by Russian Troops 
and Incident Might Cause a Clash 
‘Between Angry Men. 


SEOUL, Corea, March 4.—Sixty American 
marines have been sent te guard the premises 
of the American Mining company at Wun 
San, 120 miles north of Pingyang, which 
were reported Feb. 27 to have been seized by 
Russian soldiers. 

Surprise at Washington. 

Washington, D. C., March 4.—[Special.J— 
When Secretary Hay was seen late tonight 
about the landing of marines he said he 
had no advices whatever on the subject and 
could not understand exactly why any such 
action had been taken. Other officials ex- 
pressed even greater surprise because they 
feared the action of Minister Allen might 
prove embarrassing to this country. 

The mines are supposed to be located in 
a contested section of the country, and it Is 
feared the presence%f marines or any other 
American forces might be resented, either 
by the Russians or Japanese. Just at the 
present time Secretary Hay is particularly 
anxious to preserve the strictest kind of 
neutrality, “and the report of the presence 
of any United States force anywhere near 
the scene of hostilities is regretted. 


Hope News Is Mistake. 

Minister Allen had authority to send a 
marine guard for any special emergency, 
but it’ was not expected he would do any- 
thing which involved the mixing of troops 
of any arm of the service with those of 
either of the belligerents. It is hoped, 
therefore, the press dispatches are in error, 
or else that further details will show that | 
Minister Allen’s action is a proper one, which 
will not involve this country in any way 
when the facts in the case are known. 

It is understood at the department that 
there were a number of American miners 
at work at the time of the outbreak of hos- 
tilities. Many of them are supposed to have 
had their families with them. It is believed 
the women and children were removed toa 
place of safety some time ago. 

It is explained by officials tonight that 
in all probability the country about the mines 
has “een overrun by troops from one or 
both armies. It is deemed likely, therefore, 
the marines sent by Minister Allen may 
be expected to escort the American miners 
outside the sphere of military operations, 
leaving a guard to protect the property at 
the mines until order is restored. _ 

Right to Land Marines.

PARIS, March 4.—There is good reaégon for 
believing that France and Great Britain 
have reached a mutual understanding ~ by 
which France will not aid her ally, Russia, 
or England Japan ifn the far east war. 

The understanding is the result of negotia- 
tions just completed at St. Petersburg. King 
Edward, it is stated here, took the entire 
matter out of the usual diplomatic channel. 
Instead of instructing the marquis of Lans- 
downe to reach an understanding with Count 
Lamsdorff King Edward wrote directly to 
the czar. As a result of this cutting of red 
tape Russia met England half way, and a 
friendly understanding was arrived at. 

This new phase of the situation, which has 
been the subject of conversation by Foreign 
Minister Delcasse and the ambassadors cred- 
ited to France, has given rise to a feeling In 
official and diplomatic circles that it will be 
possible after all to confine the far eastern 
war to Russia and Japan. 

The regretted action of various European 
countries in arming is not considered as hav- 
ing any other bearing than preparation for 
eventualities; which, in the present opti- 
mistic frame ve of the authorities, are 
not likely to come to pass. j

Mikado ‘ints That Czar Is Using 
Threats and Intimidation in Pekin, 
Which May Require Closer Rela-

[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 
TOKIO, March 4,—Much dissatisfaction has 
been manifested in official quarters here over 
the disregard by the Russians of their 
pledges regarding the neutrality of China, 
Russia is reported to be preventing China 
by intimidation and formal representations 
from sending troops north of Shanhaikwan 
for the protection of the Chinese border and 
for guarding the imperial tombs and palaces. 
If Russia persists in invading these neutral 
districts Japan must avail herself of her 
reserved rights to do the same. This will 
result in greater advantage for Japan than 
for Russia. The latter’s action in this mat- 
ter and in the gunboat Mandjur matter is 
attributed to a desire to embarrass China 
for following the advice of Japan, and to 
compel her to violate neutrality, thus caus- 
ing her to become involved in further diplo- 
matic complications. 

China’s inability efficiently to defend her- 
self is regarded as calling for serious consid- 
eration, and possibly for a more definite un- 
derstanding between China and Japan.

_All the news that can be obtained regard- 
ing the attitude,of-the Coreans towards the 
Japanese has * fepresented that the latter 
are being welcomed every where, the Coreans 
being eager to render them services. 

The bomb throwing at the palace the other 
night was, it is alleged, intended to compel 
the Japanese to occupy the palace for the 
purpose of protecting the emperor, a step 
which is calculated to arouse the Coreans 
to create general trouble. 

It is stated that the mikado will pay a 
ceremonial visit to the mausoleum of the 
founder of the dynasty, which is a national 
shrine, on April 3, when also the imperial 
headquarters are likely to be moved to Kioto. 

Russian convalescents at the Japanese 
Red Cross hospital at Chemulpo soon will 
be brought to Japan, where they will. be 
quartered at Matsuyama, a seaside resort. 
Elaborate regulations have been framed for 
their treatment as prisoners of war. They 
include a liberal allotment of food and 
clothes. Their mails and baggage will be 
conveyed free.

The de- 
fendants plead that the statements were true 
and published in good faith, and were priv- 
ileged, uttered against an unscrupulous use 
of official position in the church. 


“ BARRINGTON” DENIES GUILT. 


Alleged Slayer of James McCann Is 
\ Apparently Unwilling to Shed 
Much Light on wife. , 


St. Louls, Mo., March 4.—In the trial of 
“Lord '’ Barrington for the alleged murder 
of James P. McCann, the defendant took 
the stand today. He apparently was un- 
willing to divulge much information con- 
cerning his past, and it was only by rigid 
questioning that he made known the follow- 
ing: He said his real name is Frederick 
Augustus Barringtan Seymour, that he had 
never posed as an English nobleman, that 
he was born in India, and that he was a war 
correspondent in south Africa. He denied 
that he was Burton, a noted English crook, 
or ha@ gone under the alias of “‘ Burgoyne.” 
He refused to state what business he pur- 
sued in England or in the United States. 

*“ Barrington " said that McCann had in- 
vited him to go with him on the night of 
June 17*+to meet some friends, and that they 
were set upon by assailants, and that Mc- 
Cann was killed. He said he went to Mc- 
Cann's home and told Mrs. McCann of the 
assault. 

It is expected the defense will conclude to- 
morrow, forenoon, and the case will go to the 
jury before evening. — 


TWO RARE PAINTINGS FOUND. 


Works by Tenier, Seventeenth Century 
Artist, Discovered in St, Louis 
University, 


St. Louis, Mo., March 4,—Stained with age 
amd begrimed with dust of many years’ ac- 
cumulation, two paintings by Tenier, a cele- 
brated artist of the seventeenth century, 
have hung unnoticed and unknown in an iso- 
lated corner of the St. Louis university for 
years. The rarity of the pictures was dis- 
covered today by an artist who makes a spe- 
clalty of restoring old paintings. ‘vhe paint- 
ings are two of twelve handicrafts, repre- 
senting a knife grinder and a cobbier, which 
Tenier painted shortly before his death in 
1600. Nine are known to be in an art ineti- 
tute in Munich, Bavaria. These two were 
brought to America more than a hundred 
years ago by some Bavarian Jésuit fathers, 
and the remaining one is still missing. The 
two are valued at $4,000 each. :

* Until Ireland takes her place among the 
nations.”’ continued Mr. O'Neill, we must 
remain the avowed enemies of England. A 
crisis has arisen in the world’s history. Eng- 
land’s puppet, Japan, is at war with Eng- 
land’s arch enemy, Russia. 

“It may be that within a year from now 
the war will be between Russia and Eng- 
land, and the fighting will be on the border 
of north India. England can never enter 
into such a war unless she effects an alliance 
with America. It should be the duty of 
every Irish nationalist to prevent such an 
alliance. 


Judge Ryan Urges Force. 

Judge O'Neill Ryan of 8t. Louis spoke of 
the “ splendid old fighting spirit of the Irish 
who stood for the winning of an Irish re- 
public by physical force.”

GARTH QUIVERS AY LIMA; 


ONE PERSON KILLED AND MANY 
INJURED IN PERUVIAN CITY. 


Thousands of Persons Rush Into the 
Streets to Escape from Their Totter- 
ing Abodes—Nearly Every Structure 
in the Place Is Damaged, the Ca- 
thedral Being Among Them — Other 
Towns Also Suffer from the Seismic 
Disturbance.

LIMA, Peru, March 4.—This city was visit- 

ed early this morning by an earthquake, 
which led thousands of persons to flee from 
their homes into e streets, and which 
felled the walls of°many buildings. Only 
one person was killed, but many were in- 
jured. 

The disturbance, which started at §:20, last- 
ed about fifty seconds. No earthquake com- 
pared to it has been experienced in Lima 
during the last thirty years. . 

Cathedral Is Damaged. 

One of the structures seriously affected by 
the shock was the cathedral. Its right tower 
was cracked and much damage de to 
statues and other works of art. Scarcely a 
house in the city escaped damage. The 
doors and windows were opened and reshut 
by the tremors. Roofs were dislodged, and 
{ pictures, mirrors, and glassware in the stores 
destroyed. The balconies of a large part of 
the buildings in the city tumbled to the 
ground as a result of the shock, 

A dispatch from Chorillos says that the 
earthquake was more destructive there than 
in Lima... The shock cracked the walls of 
churches and destroyed pictures, statues, 
and crockery. Windows were broken in al- 
most all of the houses, —

Causes River to Overflow. 


Albuquerque, N. M., March 4.—News has

, city. Considerable damage to property re- 
sulted. No loss of life is reported. 

Americans Do Not»Suffer. 

Washington, D. C., March 4.—The Peru- 
vian legation tonight received the following 
answer from the government of Peru to a 
dispatch sent inquiring about the earth- 
quake felt there yesterday: 

“A simple strong earthquake without loss 
of lives. Slight damages in private houses. 
Americans are not affected in any way at 
all. PaRpDo.”

Craters in State of Eruption. 
PARIS, March 4.—Malil advices received at 
Madagascar from Mayotte, Comoro islands, 
Says that three craters of the Great Comoro 
island have been in a state of continuous 
eruption since Feb. 25.

will be established at Lake Bluff, near Chi- 
cago, is a question which will be decided 
in the future, as it is likely congress will 
authorize another board to make an investi- 
gation. This provision for an’ appropria- 
tion was not put in the bill until after a 
lively fight conducted by Senators Hopkins, 
Cullom, Quarles, and Foraker. 

As the bill'was reported from the commit- 
tee it. contained an amendment providing 
for the establishment of a naval training 
‘Station on the Shore of Lake Michigan south 
of latitude forty-three degrees and thirty 
mniutes; whiclr meant that it would be es- 
tablished at Lake Bluf.. 

‘Upon the motion of Senator Foraker the 
portion of the amendment relating to- the 
location was eliminated and in this form the 
‘bill merely provides for the establishment of 
@ station on the great lakes. Senator Quarles 
‘then offered an amendment authorizing the 
president to appoint a board of three mem- 
bers, none of whom shall be resident of any 
of the states adjoining the great lakes, to 
select the most avafiable site for a naval 
training station, to ascertain and report the 
‘costs necessary for improving it, and to make 
a detailed report of their findings to the 
president to be reported to congress for its 
final action. No action was taken on this 
améndment, and it will be disposed of tomor- 
row.

ATTACK ON THE PACKERS 


SOUTH DAKOTA CONGRESSMAN DE- 
MANDS AN INVESTIGATION. 


Declares Western Stockmen Hold That 
Markets of Country Are Manipulat- 
ed Against Them_and That, While 

‘Trusts Are Here te Stay, it Is a Ques- 
tion of Whether People Will Be Al- 
lowed to Remain—Violation of Sher- 

man Law Alleged. 


Washington, D. C., March 4.—In the house 
today Mr. Martin, a republican, of South 
Dakota, made an attack on the alleged com- 
bination of the Chicago packers. Mr. Mar- 
tin said that the western stockmen had 
been forced to the conclusion that the great 
meat markets of the country were being 
manipulated against them. Mr. Martin 
turned his attention to the procedure of the 
attorney general in 1902 against the “ beef 
trust,”’ which was now on appeal before the 
Supreme court of the United States. 

“* But,” continued Mr. Martin, *‘ so far as 
the rights of the producer and consumer 
are concerned, they are even worse than 
before this injunction was placed on this 
so-called trust. I think there is every in- 
dication that after the injunction § they 
changed their methods, and instead of agree- 
ing and combining in advance their repre- 
sentatives go into the markets every day 
and when one buys a lot of beef the others 
‘refrain from bidding against him and after- 
ae divide up the purchase among them- 
sélves.”’ 


Claims Violation of Law. 
This method, Mr. Martin declared. was a 
clear violation of the terms of the Sherman 
anti-trust law, which he belleyed was ade- 
quate to remedy the evil. 

Mr. Martin said he was not one who went 
into hysterics every time the word trust was 
mentioned. The trust had come to stay. 
The question was will they let the “ rest of: 
us Stay.”” He believed a big monopoly existed 
in one of the food products which should 
be investigated by the department of com- 
‘tien and labor & accordance with his reso- 
ution. 


Explains “Iowa Idea.”’ 

Mr. Hedges of lowa, suggesting that he 
had been solicited to explain as to the “ lowa 
idea,’’ said that idea first contemplated tariff 
revision and now reciprocity with Canada.

FRANKING CHARGES EXPLAINED. 


The Rev. E. C. Dinwiddie’s Explanation 
of His Actions Accepted by Con- 
gressman Clayton. 


Washington, D. C., March 4.—The sequel 
to the charges of the ‘misuse of the franking 
privilege of members of congress by advo- 
cates of the Dolliver-Hepburn original pack- 
age bill made yesterday, came just as to- 
day's hearings closed. The Rev. E. C. 
Dinwiddie, who had been charged with the 
misuse of Representative Clayton’s frank 
by Duncan B.- Harrison, explained his ac- 
tions. 

Mr. Clayton, who is a member of the com- 
mittee, interrupted Mr. Dinwiddie, saying 
that if his frank had been misused by Mr. 
Dinwiddie and this could be proven, he 
would prosecute him. 

‘What I want to know,” he concluded, ad- 
dressing Mr. Dinwiddie, ‘‘is whether my 
frank has been used in a manner in which 
it should not have been used, and I want 
to know if you did it. I have no remedy 
in the matter except to denounce the man if 
I can find him, and I want to know if it is 
you or Mr. Harrison.”’ 

Mr. Dinwiddie explained that he never had 
sought to frank matter that did not bear 
on legislation or on public matters in rela- 
tion thereto; that he placed Mr. Clayton’s 
speech in his franked envelope, other matter 
bearing on the suubject in another frankeda 
envelope, and then paid postage on other 
matter on the same subject, which he did not 
regard as frankable. 

“I am satisfied,” ejaculated Mr. Clay- 
ton. “I do not believe Mr. Dinwiddie 
abused the use of my frank. And I believe 
all that boast of Mr. Harrison was done for 
the purpose of prejudicing Mr. Dinwiddie 
before this committee.”

Senators in Exchange as Re- 
sult of Recommendation in 
Favor of Lake, Bluff. 


ILLINOISANS TO RESCUE. 


Spooner Says the Hypnotism of 
Foss’ Smile Is Simply Ir- 
pesistible. 


Washington, D. C., March 4.—Practically 
the entire time of the senate today was given 
to consideration of the question of the se- 
lection of a site for a naval training Station’ 
on the great lakes. The controversy arose 
over an effort to secure as an amendment 
to the committee amendment a provision 
authorizing the appointment of a new eom- 
mission to' select a site. This amendment 
was offered by Mr. Quarles-and its origin 
was due to the fact that a former commis- | 
sion had given preference to Lake Bluff, 
near .Chicogo. 

Mr. Quarles criticised the old board for 
failing definitely to recommend a site and 
also for not recommending a price to be paid. 

Hopkins Raises Objection. 

Mr. Hopkins contended that the board had 
recommended Lake Bluff, Ill., thirty-two 
miles from Chicago, but that the names of 
other available sites had been mentioned 
because of the high price of land at Lake 
Bluff. He-said t e, secretary of the navy 
had accepted the recommendation as defin- 
ite. He objected to Mr. Quarles’ amendment 
as calculated to'do away with all the old 
board had done. 

Mr. Burrows agreed with Mr. Quarles that 
the recommendation was indefinite. 

Mr. Cullom called attention to the fact 
that the Quarles provision did not alter the 
situation, but still limited the selection to 
southern Lake Michigan. 

But,”’ said. Mr. Foraker, interrupting, 
* it does preclude the possibility of consider- 
ing the superior adaptability of Put-in- 

Quarles Attacks Lake Bluff. 


Mr. Quarles criticised the Lake Bluff site 


because of its proximity to the manufactur- 
ing center of NorthChicago. He also argued 
that in addition to the cost of the land §100,- 
000 would be necessary to protect the site 
from the encroachments of Lake Michigan. 

“ Lake Bluff,” he went on, “ happens to be 
in the congressional district of Mr. Foss, 
chairman of the house committee on naval 
affairs, and I can understand that the board 
might naturally be inclined on this account 
to recommend the site, seeing that he holds 
the purse strings of the navy. Hence we 
contend that the gelection has not been weaned 
entirely on the merits of the case.”’ 

Foraker for Put-In-Bay. 

Mr. Foraker said the conclusion of the old 
naval board had been inexplicable to him, as 
the instructions from the secretary of the 
navy were to consider a site on the great 
lakes, regardless of their geographic location. 
The boarc had laid down the principle that 
the station must be in “ the states of the mid- 
dle west.” This was contrary both to the 
law and to the instructions of the secretary. 
He also complained of the action of the board 
in establishing Chicago as a center of popu- 
lation, saying that it was in this way that 
Put-in-Bay had been shut out. This point, 
he said, needs no improvement, as it has a 
‘good harbor now and one capable of accom- 
modating all the navy we will ever have on 
‘the lakes. He did not believe & harbor could 
be made at Lake Bluff for $5,000,000. 

Mr. Foraker contended that there were no 
strategic reasons for placing the station -on 
.Lake Michigan. He. did not. think there 
would be any danger to the station at any 
point in case of war with Canada. 


Defends Foss’ Action. 


Mr. Hopkins said the purpose of Mr. 
Quarles’ amendment was to exclude Illinois 
entirely. Referring to Mr. Quarles’ state- 
ment about Mr. Foss, Mr. Hopkins said that 
members of congress generally had used 
their influence with the, board in behalf of 
tneir various districts. 

Mr. Spooner supported his colleague's prop- 
osition. He likewise attributed the selec- 
tion of Lake Bluff to Mr. Foss, declaring 
that ‘‘ No one can resist the hypnotism of 
that gentleman’s benignant smile.”” Mr. 
Foss was present and joined in the general 
laugh that followed. 

Mr. Cullom expressed the opinion that the 
recommendation of the naval board would 
settle the dispute. He thought that any sug- 
gestion on a question of this character by 
a board of which Admiral Taylor was chair- 
tnan should be final. 

Amendment Is Modified. 

At the request of several senators Mr. 
Quarles temporarily withdrew his amend- 
ment to permit Mr. Foraker to suggest a 
modification of the committee amendment 
so as to make the appropriation apply to 
a station on the great lakes instead of to 
Lake Michigan alone. That amendment 
was agreed to, and Mr. Quarles renewed 
his amendment. 

Mr. Fairbanks supported the amendment, 
expressing his preference for Michigan City, 
Ind., on the ground that it was nearer the 
Atlantic seaboard than any of the other 
cities on Lake Michigan, and Mr. Bever- 
edge also spoke for Michigan City. 

Mr. Alger said that Muskegon needed no 
presentation of its advantages, and Mr. 
Clapp said that all the advantages of other 
places were to be found at Dulhith, 

The senate adjourned without taking any 
action.

SUICIDE DIVES THROUGH ICE. 


South Chicago Man Ends Life in Six 
Inches of Water—Murder Theory 
Rejected by Coroner. 


The finding of Thomas Fitzgerald's body, 
with the head frozen, in the ice of the East 
Chicago-Whiting canal yesterday morning 
gave rise to the report that the man had 
been robbed and then thrown head foremost 
into the canal, in which there is only six 
inches of water. After working all day on 
the case the Hammond police decided that 
Fitzgerald had committed suicide, and the 
coroner’s jury last night returned a verdict 
to that effect. It is supposed he dived from 
the bridge, his head breaking through the 
ice, and that he drowned in the shallow 
water before recovering consciousness.

The Sketch Book was founded two years 
ago by Mrs. Will Herrick and Miss Elizabeth 
Colwell, then students of the institute. After 
three months they found the business man- 
agement required too much time, and—en- 
gaged a man, who collected $300 and ‘ost 
it on the races.

General News of Labor. 


An assault on @ nonunion messenger at Van 
Buren and Clark streets led to the arrest of Bert 
.Doyle and Daniel Williams, 16 year old Western 
Union strikers. The boys were in a crowd which 
was lying in wait for the messengers who have 
been put to work in their places. Many spectators 
were hit with stones thrown by the strikers. 

Having served 46 of the 100 messengers named in 
Judge Kohlisaat’s injunction, Chief Deputy United 
States Marshal Patterson was notified to let the rest 
go. The attorneys for the telegraph company said 
that all the boys knew of the court order and that 
further efforts were unnecessary. 

Car builders at the Western Car and Equipment 
company’s plant at Hegewisch have been on strike 
three weeks and the company is preparing to em- 
ploy nonunionists. The difficulty is over the wage 
scale. One of the foremen last evening was at- 
tacked by strikers. 

The placards inviting passengers to report com- 
plaints of improper conduct of trainmen, which 
have been placed in the cars of the Union Traction 
company by Receiver Fetzer today, will be consid- 
ered by representatives of the union and General 
Manager Roach. 

* Mayor Harrison and the aldermanic mediation 
committee yesterday met the representatives of 
the City railway trainmen’s union in regard to the 
alleged discrimination of the company against some 
of the strikers. An adjournment was taken to 
Monday. 

The Franklin union was blamed for the assault 
on Ernest Conradi, employgd by the Walton & 
Spencer company, 346 Wabash avenue. Conradi 
was attacked by five men at Wabash avenue and 
Harrison street. He was taken to the Emergency 
hospital.

COMPROMISE ON MINE SCALE. 


Ultimatum of Operators, Which Is Cut 
of 5 Cents a Ton, Will Be 
Agreed To, It Is Said. 


Indianapolis, Ind., March 4.—Two Indiana 
coal operators admitted tonight that the 
joint scale committee has reached an agree- 
tnent and that it is expected to be ratified 
at a general joint session to be held tomor- 
row. The operators today submitted whet 
they said was their ultimatum, cutting their 
demand in half, and asking for a two years’ 
scale, at “ one-half of the 12% per cent ad- 
vunce in wages given last year.’’ This would 
make a reduction of 5 cents a ton from the 
present scale and a decrease in other labor 
of about 6 per cent.

* Pierre, 8. D., March 4.—A case which has 
Just come to light here promises to equal the 
celebrated California case in which murder 
was committed by means of a box of poisoned 
eandy sent through the mails... 

The victim in this case, Miss Rena Nelson, 
who lives with her parents on a farm six 
miles north of this city, is ndt yet dead, but 
attending physicians express little hope of 
her recovery. . 

The poisoned candy was received andeaten 
early in the week, but the matter has been 
kept quiet until the fact that the sweets 
contained poison had been established and 
the person suspected of sending it had been 
located. 

The box containing the candy was mailed 
at Boone, Ia., and, according to the state 
chemist at the agricultural college at Brook- 
ings; who analyzed what remained of the 
candy, the poison used was corrosive sub- 
limate. 

Miss Nelson accuses a married woman, 
residing at Boone, Ia., of being the sender 
of the candy, and givesas a reason forthe act 
jealousy because of friendship which existed 
between herself and the husband of the wom- 
an acé¢used. . 

Sheriff Laughlin wired the authorities at 
Boone to arrest the woman accused, but 
they refused to do so without a warrant. 
The sheriff will leave with the necessary 
papers tomorrow, and an arrest will follow. 
It is expected that a strong fight will be made 
to prevent the extradition of the woman to 
this state.

TRADE AND THE WAR. 

The total value of trade between the 
Wnited States and Russia for 1903 was a 
little over $30,000,000. Russians took

Happily, commercial relations with Japan 
have not been affected by the war. No 
Japanese merchant or manufacturer has 
canceled orders placed in the United States. 
If there is any decrease in Japanese im- 
ports from this country it will be because 
the Japanese will try to buy no more than 
they absolutely need until the war is over. 


FIRST LESSONS OF THE WAR. 3 
- ‘The first lesson of the war for America is 
the importance of sea power. As things 
now stand, Japan has at least an equal 
chance to whip Russia. That is because 
Japan has command of the sea, and so long 
as she keeps it her enemy will have to send 
all reinforcements for the army and all sup- 
plies over the long, weak, and overloaded 
Transsiberian railroad. In the probability 
that this road cannot sustain a sufficiently 
large army at its eastern end lies Japan’s 
chance of success. 

But suppose Russia had won the command 
of the sea. No Japanese troops could reach 
the mainland of Asia. Unless Russia chose 
to press her advantage with an invasion of 
Japan itself, the war would be over, with 
the points of dispute, Corea and Manchuria, 
If Japanese 
soldiers should have previously landed on 
the mainland they would be isolated, cut off 
from their supplies and communications, 
and forced to surrender at discretion. With 
command of the sea Japan may win. With- 
out command of the sea Japan would have 
been decisively defeated at the outset. 

The lesson for Americans to learn from 
the war is that they must build up a great 
navy, and must then by continual practice 
and experiment elevate that navy to the 
highest degree of efficiency and readiness 
and maintain it there. 

“The Monroe doctrine is just as big as 
the United States navy and no bigger.” If 
Germany took command of the seas from 
us, it could colonize in South America with- 
out hindrance. . Our hold on the Philippines 
is as strong as our navy and no stronger. If 
Japan were to beat us on sea, she could take 
the Philippines away from us at her leisure, 
Such is the general lesson of the war. 

To this general lesson there are certain 
specific corollaries. We must have notonly 
many great ships but convenient coaling sta- 
tions to supply them. We must have not 
only coaling stations but dockyards capa- 
ble of accommodating the biggest ships built. 
Consider the case of the Retvizan and the 
Ozarevitch. They are battleships each of 
about 13,000 tons displacement. They 
ranked with the most powerful fighting units 
in the czar’s navy or in any navy. They 
were disabled by torpedo holes, but not 
beyond hope of repair. If they could have 
been docked they could have been repaired. 
But they could not be docked because there 
were no docks at Port Arthur big enough 
to accommodate them. Hence they are out of 
commission for the rest of the war, unless in 


some miraculous way they can reach Vladi- | 


vostok, over 1,000 miles away. 

» Big docks should be scattered about our 
strategic places—one in the Philippines, an- 
other in Porto Rico, one on the gulf of 
Mexico, another on the south Atlantic coast. 
Our warships should not be compelled to 
make a thousand mile journey to a dock- 
yard after having holes knocked in them. 
Furthermore, these docks should be so shel- 
tered by fortifications’that they could not 
readily be reached a? the fire of a hostile 
fleet. 

Another lesson of a war is the value of 
geographically diversified powder and ord- 
nance factories. If Russia had arms and 
ammunition factories in eastern Siberia and 
Ussuri she would not, to nearly such a great 
extent, feel the inadequacy of the Trans- 
siberian. Wnough grain and cattle are 


her eastern armies. The supplies that have 
to come all the way from Europe are chiefly 
clothing, ammunition, and arms. 

Consider further how troublesome it was 
for us in our Spanish war to rush ammuni- 
tion across the continent for Dewey. How 
much better.if there had been arsenals on the 
Pacific as well as on the Atlantic coast. 
Munitions of war should be manufactured 
in the vicinity of all. our main dockyards, so 
that we may have complete self-sustaining 
bases in various parts of the world. This 
principle of outlying and self-sustaining 
bases has not been extensively practiced by 
any of the great nations. Buta plain lesson 
of the Russo-Japanese war is the soundness 


If in the Philippines there were a com- 
plete arsenal, one dock of the largest size 
and numerous smaller ones, and a harbor 
fortified sufficiently to prevent the entrance 
of the mightiest hostile navy, those islands 
would be for us a strategic asset. They 
would be a menace to any enemy which had 
interests in the far east—as have China, 
Japan, Germany, France,’ England, and 
Holland. 

But if the Philippines are made to de- 
pend for supplies on a base 8,000 miles away - 
they will be, instead of a strategic asset, a 
strategic heavy liability. Instead of a 
menace to an enemy, they will become his 
opportunity. 

Every power that has islands to look after 
needs a navy.

LETTER OF MAROUISE |

OW that the stories of the frightful bar- 
barities perpetrated by the officials 
and employés of King Leopold's great 
African dependency on the Congo 
river are substantiated by King Ed- 

ward’s consul at Boma, Mr. Roger Casement, 
who, by order of the marquis of Lansdowne, 
has been during the last three months mak- 
ing a most searching investigation of the 
conditions of native life in the Congo Free 
State, it will no Jonger be possible for the 
Beigian authorit to ascribe the shocking 
accounts of the atrocities in question to the 
spiteful lies of discharged officials and of 
disgruntled missionaries. Mr. Casement’s 
report, a copy of which has been sent to the 
state department at Washington, has been 
presented to parliament in the form of a blue 
book, with an indorsing and corroborative 
letter from the earl of Cromer, who gives an 
account of his personal investigation of Bel- 
= rule on the upper Nile. 

Mr. Casement’s report is sickening reading, 
and among the most horrible cases of mu- 
tilation which he describes as having been 
brought under his personal notice were those 
of several] lads who, owing to their failure to 
bring in the required amount of rubber, haé, 
their hands, not cut off, as usual, with a 
knife or sword, but clubbed off against the 
trunk of a tree by the butt end. of the rifles of 
King’ Leopold’s soldiers. 


A heavy burden of responsibility rests for 
these crimes upon the shoulders of those 
great powers who by the so-called Congo 
treaty at Berlin invested Leopold with the 
sovereignty of what is now known as the 
Congo Free State, making certain stipula- 
tions with regard to the freedom of trade and 
the humane treatment of the natives, which 
they have permitted to be defied by the king 
in the most flagrant manner. In fact, the 
only one of the signatory powers that has 
taken any steps to call King Leopold to ac- 
count and to criticise his failure to observe 
the obligations which he assumed as s0v- 
ereign of the Congo is the English govern- 
ment, which did not move in the matter until 
compelled to do so by the overwhelming 
force of outraged public opinion. 


That the lot of a queén or of an empress is 
not so attractive to those who are born on 
the steps of a throne, and who are acquainted 
with the drawbacks and: miseries that fall 
to the share of the consorts of monarchs, is 
shown by the large number of princesses who 
have rejected the suits of crowned heads. 
One of them was present at the wedding of 
Princess Alice of Albany and Prince Alex- 
ander of Teck the other day at Windsor— 
namely: the princess of Bentheim Steinfurth. 
Her hand was asked a quarter of a century 
ago in marriage by the late king of Holland. 
But she declined his offer on the ground of his 
age and character, whereupon he married in- 
stead her sister, Princess Emma, who was 
less particular. 

Princess Clementine of Belgium might have 
been queen of Italy in the place of Helene 
of Montenegro had she been able to bring 
-herself to accept the offer of marriage made 
to her by King Victor Emmanuel while still 


| crown prince. Nearly every royal princess 


‘in Europe between the age of 20 and 30 has 
had the opportunity of becoming the consort 
of the late King Alexander of Servia, who 
was indeed actually afflanced to Princess 
Xenia of Montenegro. The latter, however, 
insisted on breaking off the match when he 
arrived at Cettinje to claim her as his bride. 

Princess Mary of Cambridge, who died as 
duchess of Teck, refused the hand of the late 
King Victor Emmanuel after the death of his 
first wife, and also that of the late prince of 
Orange, popularly known as “ Citron,” while 
Napoleon III., as emperor, did not wed Eu- 
génie of Teba until he had been rejected by 
every marriageable princess in Europe, the 
two most notablecases where his suit was de- 
clined being those of Princess Carola of Vasa, 
now widowed queen of Saxony, and Princess 
Adelaide of Hohenlohe, niece and ward of 
Queen Victoria, and mother of the present 
German empress. Princess Pauline of Wal- 
deck, after rejecting the late king of Holland, 
followed the dictates of her heart afd in due 
course married the prince of Bentheim Stein- 
furth, with whom she has led a happy life. 

M. Leghait, who spent a number of years 
at Washington as minister of Belgium, has 
now been appointed to represent his govern- 
ment tm ‘the same capacity at Paris, where 
he will have an advantage which he did not 
enjoy at Washington—namely: the society 
of his exceedingly brilliant wife. Mme. 
Leghait, who is dis hed by the most 
exquisite taste in other matters, does not 
like this country, and throughout nearly the 
whole time of her husband’s residence at 
Washington made her home at Rome, where 
her salon was among the most celebrated and 
popular, much frequented by royalty, the 
king's cousin, the count of Turin, having on 
one memorable occasion either sprained his 
ankle or broken his leg while dancing there 
with his fascinating hostess. 

That she will constitute a valuable acquisi- 
tion to Parisian society it is impossible to 
deny, and she cannot fail to contribute to the 
success of her husband's mission on the banks 
of the Seine. It is a pity, indeed, that she 
did not see fit to aid him in the same manner 
at Washington by her presence. But those 
were the days when many of the foreign en- 
voys used 'to look upon Washington as con- 
stituting to such a degree an exile that they 
would leave their wives at home, which was 
not precisely a compliment to the power 
to which they were accredited. At the pres- 
ent moment there are but twoforeign envoys 
at Washington who have never brought their 
wives to this country, and one of them is on 
leave of absence and not likely to return here. 


Inasmuch as there has been a widespread

Undeterred by the misfortunes that have 
overtaken the late marquis of Dufferin, Lord 
Loch, and so many other British peers of the 
realm who have given their names to finan- 
cial enterprises, and embarked in business, 
the duke of Somerset, who ranks imme- 
diately next to the duke of Norfolk, premier 
peer of the united kingdom, has accepted the 
presidency of an international association 
formed at Geneva, Switzerland, with a cap- 
ital of $10,000,000, all of which is already paid 
up, for the purpose of carrying on a business 
on the lines of the Credit Lyonnais. 

The corporation will undertake general 
financial business and banking as the term is 
understood in America, but it will have noth- 
ing to do with company promotion. It is to 
have branches in every capital of Europe and 
in America. Seven of the chief countries are 
represented on the board of directors, of 
which the duke is chairman, and the company 
has been registered under the laws of Switz- 
erland, a neutral country, in order to thor- 
oughly denote its international character. 

The duke of Somerset, who is one of the 
tallest members of the house of lords, has no 
children, and the heir to his much impover- 
ished but exceedingly ancient dukedom Is 
his brother, Lord Percy St. Maur. The first 
duke of Somerset, it may be remembered, 
was the guardian and lord protector of King 
Edward VI., and one of the chief founders of 
the established Church of England.

But Mrs. Dudeney makes this war- 
fare appear to be, what it really is, the great- 
est plot in the world, and throughout the, 
tale the reader’s close sympathy is bound up 
with poor Susan and her austere lover, Mar- 
tin Heritage. Susan was a lady’s maid and 
Martin Heritage a silversmith with a fine 
old shop, a charming home, and an enthusi- 
asm for his craft. They lived ina quiet Eng- 
lish town where old time Methodism in its 
most relentless pletism tyrannized over men. 
Martin was Methodist, and carried about 
with him, to his own discomfiture, a heritage 
of piety. Susan had few ideas in her pretty 
head, and those were all for pleasure, love, 
song, and laughter. This didn’t match with 
Martin’s predilections, and there came about, 
naturally enough, a bitter experience for the 
two of them, in which genuine tragedy played 
its part. 

Mrs. Dudeney has the sympathetic touch, 
and she tells a tale in the simplest and most 
convincing way imaginable. Mrs.’ Gaskill 
herself had not the art to make us more in- 
timately acquainted with folk, with streets, 
shops, drawing rooms, and villages. Genu- 
ine feeling dictates Mrs, Dudeney’s work, and 
she is of all writers the freest from self- 
consciousness. “The Story of Susan,” 
once read, is not to be forgotten, and though 
it is written with no thought of carrying its 
lesson, it does so, as all true work must. 
The illustrations, which are by Paul Hardy, 
are excellent and suit the text as illustrations 
seldom do. (Dodd, Mead & Co.)

FAITH IN SCIENTIFIC AGE. 
How Religion Stands the Test of Modern 
Times. 

Prof. W, N. Rice of Wesleyan university 
has written a scholarly work on “ CHRIS- 
TIAN FAITH IN AN AGE OF SCIENCE.” 
It is a different book from that which such 
a man might have written, say, twenty-five 
years ago. The characteristic conceptions 
of modern science, he says, and particularly 
the fruitful idea of evolution, are so novel 
that the human mind has not yet fully com- 
prehended their significance and traced out 
all their bearings. But what the author 
here has aimed to do has been to show the 
rationality of agreement between the two 
realms of science and faith. To him it seems 
unmistakable that our age of bold investiga- 
tion, of truth discovered too fast to be under- 
stood and cotrdinated, of doubt and unrest, 
but of moral earnestness and of loyalty to 
truth, is ending in a return to faith. The 
pathetic story of Romanes, he says, as told 
in his “ Thoughts on Religion,” his twenty 
years of wandering in the wilderness of un- 
belief, and his Pisgah vision of the land of 
promise—is not merely interesting as the ex- 
perience of one soul, but yet more impressive 
as @ type of the intellectual] and spiritual life 
of the age that is passing away. 

The author in the first 250 pages of this vol- 
ume, having traced with much particularity 
the scientific discoveries of our time, goes on 
to discusg their relation to the several chief 
doctrines of Christianity, as the personality 
of man, the personality of God, law in nature, 
providence, prayer, miracle, and revelation, 
and the bible. While he by n eans ignores 
the supernatural] or denies tHe miracle, yet 
his idea of the universal immanence of God 
essentially qualifies the relation of the one 
to the other. A firm believer in miracle as 
& part of the divine plan, he yet thinks it a 
folly to claim that all miracles stand or fal) 
together. 

Accepting as historic the resurrection of 
Jesus, the obvious corollary is that the Ruler 
of the universe in revealing himself to man- 
kind may have seen fit to authenticate that 
revelation by extraordinary events tn- the 
physical world. Thus it appears that other 
miracies more or less numerous have attend- 
ed the critical epochs in the history of rev- 
elation. But there are miracles and miracles, 
and it must be the work of a criticism at 
once fearless and reverent to examine each 
one independently as to its degree of prob- 
ability. A total distinction is made between

| BRITISH JIEW OF THE REVOLUTION | | 


HAT promises to be the most com- 
plete and impartial history of the 

American war for independence 
has just been increased by two new 
volumes—the “ Part IL.” of Sir 
George Otto Trevelyan’s “The American 
Revolution (Longmans, Green & Co.). 

It has fallen to an Englishman to unearth 
new facts regarding this overwritten sub- 
ject, but the most flery patriot can find no 
fault with the way it has been treated by 
him. When the work is finished, its author 
is likely to have a place with Bryce, De 
Tocqueville, and the few other Europeans 
who have been able to “ see straight” on 
American affairs. 


Only the invasion of Canada and the events 


of the year 1776 are covered in.these two vol- 
umes, butin them the author has gone farther 
than any American writer, and has traced 
all over Europe the religious and sociological 
issues which bear on them. He is the first 
historian who has found as many facts on the 
British side to write of, as on the American. 
He also has left out all of the old stock por- 
traits, for which Americans ought to be 
thankful. 

Probably the descendants of those Hessian 
soldiers who settled in America will not 
like the pages he has devo .ed to their ances- 
tors. George III. himself was Englishman 
enough to be ashamed of them, he says. 
Many were without honor or patriotiem, and 
were thieves and drunkards. America was 
to them a promised land where everything 
was to be got for the etealing. 


They made poor eoldiers. The military 
record of the Anhalt Zerbst battalion was a 
farce, all of the Walkdeckers surrendered in 
detachments, and the Anspach and Baireuth 
regiments were captured bodily at Yorktown. 
Seldom was money more foolishly spent, 
while their unpopularity at home and the 
alienation of loyaliets in America was worse 
than their military records. 

In the first march acrose New Jersey, Corn- 
wallis was notified before he reached Newark 
that their officers could not reetrain them 
from looting. Even the eight day clocks 
along their march were robbed of lead 
weights, which were carried twenty miles 
and traded for rum. When knapsacks were 
filled with plunder, horses were stolen and 
loaded with it, while many of the Hessian 
officers packed their baggage wagons with 
silver and other spoils. In many instances 
military operations were seriously ham- 
pered by these loads of stolen goods. 

The British line regiments were officered 
from the lese wealthy section of the rural 
arigtocracy. Cadets of good family generally 
lacked the means of buying their way into 
the upper grades, and were devoted to their 
profession as soldiers, They looked after the 
wants of their own men, and treated the ser- 
geants and corporals as trusted servants. 

Scandals over army transport service are 
not modern developments. The ships used 
to transport British troops to America in 
1776 were the worst of the merchant fleet. 
Fetid water, in uncleaned wine casks, poison- 
ous beer, wormy biscuits, stale beef, and no 
medicines were the usual provisions. The 
ration of a British private was less than 
a half pound of salt pork, and no vegetables.

When they sailed from England there was 
no cheering. Oné after another famous of- 
ficer refused to go with them. Vice Admiral 
Keppel declared he would not accept em- 
ployment against the Americans, and lost 
none of his popularity. Amherst refused all 
entreaties of the king, but wae retained as 
commander in chief. Harry Conway de- 
clared it a soldier’s right to discriminate be- 
tween a war with Englishmen anda war with 
foreigners, when his sovereign ordered him 
to fight. Nothing showed better the unpop- 
ularity of the struggle with America. Gran- 
ville Sharpe resigned ae clerk in the war 
office rather than be compelied to ship arms, 
John Cartwright, when summoned by Lord 
Howe to embark on his flagship, declared his 
liberty to refuse was as clear as his religious 
Mberty. He refused, and was later given the 
freedom of the town of Nottingham. 

The Boer war was not the first one in which 
young English officers loaded themselves 
down with useless equipment. Col. Har- 
court’s father pressed upon him a whole 
sideboard of plate, and he landed at New 
York in 1776 with two valets, a cook, and a 
boatload of chargers. On a scouting expedi- 
tion, however, these helped him to escape 
when Washington's troops were hot after 
him, by carrying him over a high fence. 


Conditions in the American army are de- 
scribed just as fully in the two volumes, but 
are too well known to need repeating. Wash- 
ington’s apparemt error in nearly losing his 
army at New York is left with the inside 


facts unknown. His victory at Trenton is 
half credited to the laziness of Howe, and to 
Col. Prall, the Hessian commander. 

London newspapers of the time have been 
dug into for new facts on the British public’s 
attitude toward the war. Many of the editors 
of those days suffered heavily for telling 
King George and his cabinet what they 
thought of his American policy. Some of 
them called him bigoted and his administra- 
tion corrupt. Few sided against the colo- 
nists. There were the same long screeds 
against British oppression that appeared in 
American newspapers, only they were signed 
“ Britannicus ” and “True Whig.”” When 
the American general, Montgomery, fell at 
Quebec, one London newspaper appeared in 
mourning, although he had been killed while 
fighting Britishers. Newspaper odes and 
sonnets were written likening him to Hamp- 
den. Englishmen everywhere looked upon 
the American struggle as one they must go 
through soon to save their own liberty. 

Washington, from the earliest hour, was 
given more honor by British writers and 
orators than he received in the American 
congress. Benedict Arnold, long before his 
treason, caught the popular British fancy as 
a dashing leader, and his picture was dis- 
played in hundreds of shop windows and 
hung in private homes. So great was the 
feeling that the lord mayor himself was in 
rebellion against the king, and refused to 
allow press warrants to be served. 

This is the least known side of the revo- 
lution. But the author has not devoted less 
space to the military movements and other 
doings on this side of the water. His de 
scription of the battles of Trenton and 
Princeton could scarcely be more detailed, 
About the only feature of the year 1776 that 
has been slighted is the continental con- 
gress, and most impartial Americans will be 
glad of it.

SIX PIP PASTRIES.—One—One cup but- 
ter, one cup lard, four cups sifted flour, one 
cup ice water, one teaspoon salt; chop the 
butter and lard in the flour, sprinkle the ice 
water in and chop again; roll out three times, 
not touching the dough with the hands; tm- 
proved by setting on ice two hours. This 
quantity makes two piles. 

TWO~Three ounces butter, three table- 
spoons ice water, onecup flour. Put the but- 
ter into the flour and chop it with two knives 


until the pieces are as small as peas; add-~ 


the ice water, still using the knives, until & 
jis ready to roll out. 

THREE—One heaping cup pastry flour, 
one-half cup butter and lard mixed, one 
small teaspoon baking powder; sift the bak- 
ing powder and flour together, chop the 
shortening into it, and mix with ice water 
into a stiff dough. . 

FOUR—Puff paste—One pound flour, ten 
ounces butter and lard mixed, two ounces 
butter; chop the shortening in the flour, mix 
into a dough with one cup ice water; lightly 
roll the dough, divide the two ounces butter 
into three parts, spread, part over the dough, 
aredge well with extra flour, fold, and roll 
out again. When the other two parts of but- 
ter have been used in the same way it is 
ready for the pie pans. 

FIVE—One-fourth cup lard, one and one- 
half cups flour, one-fourth cup butter, cold 
water; work lard with the tips of the fingers 
into the flour and make into a stiff dough 
with cold water. Toss on a floured board, 


roll out, and fold in the butter, rolling and 


folding five times altogether. 

SIX—One pound flour, pinch salt, one- 
fourth pound lard, one-fourth pound butter} 
put lard in two-thirds of the flour; add the 
galt and mix with cold water, making a soft 
ddugh and working as little as possible. 
Roll thin, spread the butter, which must be 
oreamed, on the dough, and sift the other 
third of the flour over this. Roll up lightly 
and cut in pleces the size to make a pie crust. 
Then roll out and fit in the pie pans. Handle 
as little as possible.

MOLASSES PIE.—Into one cup of thick, 
dark molasses stir one tablespoon flour; cut 
a lemon in slices, carefully remove all seeds, 
and chop it fine. Mix with the molasses and 
pour into a plate covered with crust. Add 
an upper crust and bake in a hot oven. 

WASHINGTON PIE.—Cream together*wo 
heaping tablespoons butter and one cup 
sugar, add the beaten yolks of two eggs and 
a pinch of salt, then, alternately, one-haif 
cup milk and two scant cups flour. Beat 
hard, add the stifiy whipped whites of the 
eggs, one teaspoon vanilla, and two scant 
teaspoons baking powder. Bake in layers. 

FILLING.—Mix together one-third cup 
flour, one scant cup granulated sugar, pinch 
salt, add two well beaten eggs, and stir 
thoroughly together. Dilute gradually with 
one pint scalded milk, return to the double 
boiler, and stir and cook until thick and 
smooth, then cover.and cook ten minutes 
longer. Stir in one teaspoon butter and one 
teaspoon vanilla, and spread between the 
layers of the cake, dusting the top with 
powdered sugar. 

SOUR CREAM PIE.—Line two pie plates 
with puff paste rolled out thin, prick well 
with a fork, and bake tn a quick oven. Mix 
together one-half cup sugar, three table- 
spoons flour, pinch salt, and the grated rind 
of one lemon. Add gradually to this four 
well beaten eggs, one pint thick, sour cream, 
and the strained juice of one-half lemon. 
Pour into the baked crusts and return to the 
oven, which should be cooler than before, 
until the mixture is firmin thecenter. Berve 
extremely cold.

NEW FASHIONED PIES: ORANGE 


' PpIp.—Cream one-fourth cup butter, add 


three-fourths cup sugar, the juice of an 
orange and half the grated rind and the 
juice of half a lemon. Beat till light, then 
add the well beaten yolks of three eggs and 
the stiffly beaten white of one. (Reserve the 
other two for meringue.) Bake in a rich 
crust. When nearly cold cover with a 
meringue made of the two whites, to which 
you have added, after beating stiff, three 
level tablespoons sugar. After the 
meringue is spread over the pie sprinkle on 
top of it one tablespoon sugar, taking care 
it is evenly distributed over the surface. 
Brown lightly in a cool oven. 

MAPLE CREAM PIE.—Put in a double 
boiler one cup maple sugar broken in small 
pieces and one and one-half cups milk. Boil 
till sugar is dissolved, then pour a little of the 
hot mixture over two well beaten egg yolks. 
Return to the boiler and thicken with a des- 
sertspoon of cornstarch dissolved in a little 
cold milk. Stir and cook about seven or 
eight minutes, till cornstarch is thoroughly 
cooked. Line a deep pie plate with puff 
paste, fill with the maple mixture, and bake. 
If desired, the whites reserved may be made 
into a meringue, though the pie is good with- 
out any addition. 

PINEAPPLE PIE.—Beat to a cream one- 
half cup butter and two-thirds cup sugar. 
Add the juice of one lemon and one cup of 
preserved grated pineapple. Then stir in 
two eggs, well beaten and thinned with one 
cup rich milk or cream. Bake with one 
crust.

A GOOD AND ECONOMICAL LEMON 
PIB.—Put two slices of bread at least twenty- 
four hours old, but not dry, in a bowl with a 
generous tablespoonful butter, and pour over 
this one cup boiling water. Cover closely with 
a plate and let stand while you prepare the 
pile crust. Then beat the bread smooth with 
an egg whip, add one cup sugar, pinch of salt, 
rind and juice of one lemon, and yolks of two 
eggs. Pour into piepan lined with good crust 
and bake unti] set. Beat whites of the two 
eggs, add one tablespoon sugar, and spread 
over top of pie; set in oven to brown slightly. 
In beating whites of eggs beat only until 
does not run, not until stiff. Better results 
will follow. 

PRUNE PIE.—Soak one pound prunes in 
oold water over night. Next morning put on 
stove to cook until the stones can be easily 
removed. After removing stones chop the 
prunes with chopping knife. Crack the prune 
stones and add the meats to the fruit—or wal- 
nut meats may be added or no nuts, as tastes 
may fancy—sweeten to taste and put into pie- 
pan lined with pie crust. Bake without upper 
crust. When set well take from oven and 
let cool. When cold spread with thick layer 
of whipped cream, slightly sweetened and 
flavored. This is delicious. 

RULES FOR GOOD PIE CRUST.—Amount 
for under and upper crust for ordinary sized 
pie: One eup flour, one-half cup lard, one 
teaspoon salt, ice water. Do not rub the lard 
into the flour. This method always makes 
the crust tough. Pinch the lard into the flour 
and salt gently with the thumb and the first 
finger; add just enough to get the lard quite 
evenly distributed. Then add the water, a 
little at a time, and only sufficient to hold the 
materials together. By rolling the dough 
around in the bow! the lard will help to bind 
the dough.

| INTERESTING TRADE GOSSIP ON ‘CHANGE 


There appears to be considerable {1} feeling 
on the floor among the active members on 
account of the action of the board of direct- 
ors, at their last meeting, in’ refusing the 
application for membership of an employé 
of a commission house because he was not 
paying for the membership with his own 
money. The emplolyer, who in this case hap- 
pened to be a fellow director, says that the 
applicant received only four black balls out 
of sixteen votes cast, showing that most of 
the directory did not take the view of the 
minority. A leading member of the present 
administration claims that, if this action of 
the directory is adhered to in the future, it 
will mean a great hardship for well deserving 


and ambitious young men who have not the J 


means to purchase memberships. As this 
gentieman says, “I did not purchase my 
membership with my own money when I 
joined the board, and I know of hundreds of 
others on this floor, who are now well off 
financially, whose memberships were bought 
originally by their employers.” Three black 
balls are sufficient to defeat an application. 
“It is not quite true,” sald another director, 
“that this instance was the first in which 
the application of an employé for member- 
ship, the. certificate to be paid for by his em- 
ployer, was rejected. I remember one in- 
stanee about two years ago, and there have 
been several since. Of course, there have 
been other instances where such applications 
were acted on favorably during this time.” 


It was the general impression in the oats 
pit that Patten was a large buyer of July, 
and general curiosity as to whether the May 
bulls were going to open a campaign in the 
later future. The success of the bull oper- 
ation in the July delivery in 1902 may have 
inspired the desire to repeat the history of 
that deal, and if the bulls are right in their 
theories as to short supplies of oats in the 
country and the east is as bare of stocks 
as recent reports indicate the standard oats 
which are being manufactured so rapidly 
for delivery on May sales may go into dis- 
tribution before July.

According to the Northwestern Miller: 
“Reports indicate that the advance in 
wheat, together with the milder weather, 
has induced northwestern farmers to de- 
liver wheat somewhat more freely at coun- 
try elevators, though usually they show a 
pronounced inclination to place it in store 
and to hold for higher prices. However, at 
best, the deliveries are light. Were the mar- 
ket to undergo further declines, it is thought 
that the farmers might both deliver and sell 
more freely. The few elevator men who 
have taken the view that farmers hold more 
wheat than they were credited with pos- 
sessing have been somewhat puzzled over 
the country movement continuing so light. 
The dominating opinion is that the small 
movement has resulted from the farmers 
holding an unusually small proportion of the 
old crop.” 

Wheat traders generally recognized the 
possibility of some serious crop scares with- 
in the next few weeks, owing to the long 
continued lack of moisture in the south- 
west, the unprotected condition of the plant 
during a good part of the winter over a 
wide area, and the alternate freezing and 
thawing, which has certainly done no good, 
whether actual damage develops or not. 
But the wheat trader as a rule is finding 
it hard to make up his mind whether or not 
the present price is a safe one from which 
to start a bull campaign on a crop scare.

FALL IN CORN PRODUCTS: 


DECLINE IN STOCKS DUE TO EX- 
PECTED POOR SHOWING. 
Reduction of Dividend on Common at 
Coming Meeting Thought Likely— 
Traffic on Lake Street “ L” Slightly 
Decreased in February—Interna- 
tional Harvester Shares Offered in 
Odd Lots at 05—St. Paul Earnings 

Larger. — 


The decline in Corn Products stock yester- 
day was due to the knowledge that the profits 
of the company for the fiscal year just ended 
will fall considerably below those of the pre- 
vious fiscal year. It is understood that 

‘various causes have contributed to what 
will be considered by the stock market asan 
unfavorable showing. 

The net results of the year are expected to 
‘lead to change in the dividend policy of the 


common stock. Friends of the company with 


good information were saying a few days 
ago that there was no expectation thata full 
dividend of 4 per cent would be declared out 
of the year’s earnings, as was done in the 
case of the present dividend. The most that 
was expetced was the simple declaration ofa 
dividend of 1 per cent at the end of the quar- 
ter. Now a doubt has arisen whether al 
per cent distribution will be made. The di- 
rectors will meet in New York March 15, 
when a final decision will be reached. While 
the matter practically rests with President 
C. H. Mattutessen, still there are some strong 
members on the board of directors, whose 
opinions will have influence finally. , 

Mr. Matthiessen’s notion of the common 
stock of the Corn Products company, as well 
as of other organized trusts, is that such 
shares should receive the surplus earnings 
after providing for preferred dividends, a 
proper amount for depreciation, and a rea- 
sonable surplus. With the head of the Corn 
Products company, therefore, there attaches 
to the common stock no particular claim for 
dividends as against the proper maintenance 
of other charges. 

The most that can be said at this time is 
that the profits for the year will not be so 
good as for 1902, and that in’consequence a 
change in the dividend policy is suggested. 

8. B. Chapin & Co. were considerable sell- 
ers yesterday of the common stock. The 
price touched 15-%, but closed at 15-%. ‘With- 
out any dividend, the common would appear 
to be ‘worth something for voting purposes. 
But predictions as to where the price would 
go in the event of dividend being passed 
or reduced would be more or less idle, though 
a few points more ought to cover the decline.

Many Renewals of Wage Agreements

This gratifying con- 
summation paves the way for steady opera- 
tions of plants and opportunely prefaces 
the opening of the season when more men 
are employed in factory and outdoor labor. 
With less severity in weather the distri- 
bution of commodities was made easier, 
but deliveries are yet retarded, and general 
complaint accentuates scarcity of cars. 

Retail trade made some advance in vol- 
ume, milder temperatures having helped 


materially in creating a better demand for | gy 


the leading lines of spring apparel and 
household needs. Uutside buyers appeared 
in larger numbers in the jobbing district, and 
dealings assumed more activity in most of 
the staple goods. Transactions in dress ma- 
terials, silks, and clothing reached a larger 
aggregate and were steady in linens, foot- 
wear, and furniture. Cotton goods were 
taken more freely for the interior, but city 


Grocery staples and canned goods 
were seasonably active, and large quantities 
of drugs, paints. and oils were placed for 
prompt forwarding to western points.

Improvement in Manufacturing.

Receipts of hides, 8,227,297 pounds,compared 
with 8,025,882 pounds the previous week and 
1,701,685 pounds,a year ago.

The tan- 
ning and leather working interests presented 
no notable changes, production and values 
being stationary, with new demands, par- 
ticularly for shoes, showing well.

Speculation in the futures lost 
its buoyancy, and declines in quotations were 
made without any substantial recovery. The 
average fell back to a slightly lower level 
than three weeks ago. Compared with the 
closings for previous week wheat lost T%; 
cents, oats 4 cents, and corn 8% cents. | 

Provisions were freely offered and on the 
withdrawal of support prices declined, in 
pork $1.37 a barrel, in ribs 95 cents, and in 
lard 80 cents. Receipts of live stock, 415,-

The demand was not evenly distributed, hogs 
having declined 15 cents a cwt. and sheep

Financial Situation Easy. .

Prospects 
have improved on the Pacific coast, where 
much needed rain has fallen, and reports from 
the south indicate exceptional prosperity. 
Buyers continue to arrive at the leading 
markets, but the volume of trade is restrict- 
ed by high prices, particularly for cotton 
goods. 

Railway earnings for February were 2.2 
per cent less than last year, bad weather 
restricting traffic. 

It may be said with some degree of assur- 
ance that the iron and steel industry has 
made further progress in the right direction, | 
and the prospect Is brighter than it has been 
at any time during the winter. 

Certain special branches of the industry 
are notably vigorous, strength and activity 


A large purchase of Bessemer pig iron was 
made by the leading interest at $13 Valley 
furnace, equivalent to $13.85 at Pittsburg. 

An abundance of buyers in the dry goods 
market failed to produce any large volume 
of business, although there is a disposition 
to advance bids. 

Recovery in the raw material corrected 
whatever tendency there was last week to 
make concessions on forward business, and 
the average of cotton goods is at the highest 
point of the season, ; 

Leather is less active, supplies accumulat- 
ing, except of harness leather, which is 
scarce and firm. New England shoeshops are 
shipping less freely and receiving fewer or- 
ders than a year ago.

HOMESEEKERS’ RATE TROUBLES 
T0 BENEFIT PATRONS. 


Association to Result in Weekly 
Half Fare Excursions to All Points 
West and South of Missouri River — 
Rock Island Causes Action by Refus- 
ing to Discontinue Special Trips, Ac- 
cording to Agreement. 


Trouble over homeseekers’ excursions do- 
veloped yesterday at the meeting of the West- 
ern Passenger association in Chicago prob- 
ably will result in half fare rates once a week 
after April 1 to all points west and south- 
west of the Missouri river as well as to points 
in the northwest. Many who otherwise would 
pay full fare will arrange to take advantage 
of the cheap weekly homeseeKers’ excur- 
sions. 

A number of roads wanted homeseekers’ 
excursions discontinued after April 1, accord- 
ing to the original agreement, but the Rock 
Island insisted on maintaining them through- 
out the year, the excursions to be run the 
first and third Tuesday of each month to all 
rhomeseekers’ points in the west and south- 
west at one fare, plus $2, for the round trip. 

Then the Soo line made the offer of home- 
seekers’ rates every Tuesday to all points 
tn the Canadian northwest on the lingof the 
Canadian Pacific. 


Majority Oppose the Proposition. 

A majority of the roads voted against the 
proposition. The Great Western and one or 
two other Chicago-St. Paul roads, however, 
gave notice that they would rum weekly 
excursions over the Soo line. 

It is not likely that the Great Northern 
-and Northern Pacific will let the Soo line 
have such an advantage over them, and 
they are expected to offer weekly homeseek- 
ers’ excursions over their lines, which un- 
doubtedly would be accepted by the Bur- 
lington and other roads. If this is done the 
Santa Fé, Rock Island. and other lines which 
have been making efforts to locate settlers 
iy the far west and southwest likewise will 
run homeseekers’ excursions once a week 
to all points between the Missouri river and 
the Rocky mountains, and to Oklahoma, 
Indian territory, and Texas points. ! 


New Cut in Sugar Rate War. 
The sugar rate war yesterday received 
fresh impetus when the Rock Island made 
a new cut in the through rate from Chicago 
to Wichita and other Kansas jobbing points. 
Owing to the determination of the Missouri 
Pacific and other gulf roads to keep up the 
discrimination against Chicago by maintain- 
ing a differential of 5 cents from New 
Orleans to the Missouri river, the Rock Is- 
land felt it must protect the New York 
sugar shippers by giving them the same rate 
from Chicago to Kansas jobbing points. 
Originally the rate from the gulf to Kan- 
sas jobbing points was 15 cents higher than 
the rate from the gulf to the Missouri river.

JUDGE GROSSCUP EXPLAINS 
REMARK ABOUT 99 YEAR ACT. 


Says Traction Attorneys Rejoiced Too 
Soon, His Statement Meaning Decis- 
ion Depends on Legislature’s Intent. 


Traction attorneys, who saw a ray of hope 
in a remark made by Judge Grossoup dur- 
ing the closing arguments on the ninety- 
nine year act, in which the court was under- 
stood to express a personal belief in long 
term grants, were deprived of the mersel 
of comfort yesterday. The court explained 
that his remark was misunderstood. 

**I did not make myself clear, it seems,”’ 
said Judge Grosscup. “‘ What I meant waa 
that, without expressing any opinion of my 
own, many people looked upon short term 
grants as against public policy, while the 
corporation counsel and many other people 
believed long term grants pernicious. The 
point was that the court could not decide 


interest, but must determine the plain .in- 
tention of the legislature, as expressed by 
the law.”
